From the financial statement of the agent we learn that he has raised in 
cash and subscription S17, 655.92, S8,162.42 of this amount has been 
paid; the balance, 89,41^8.50 is in subscriptions to be paid, by January 
1889. It is with great pleasure that we mentibh the faithful and suc- 
cessful labors of our agent. Rev. V. V. Hailaii. 

Since our last report the school has been reorganized under the presi- 
dency of Rev. A. C. Millar, with an entirely new faculty 

The attendance from abroad is Letter than ever in the history’ 
of the school. All ‘ the members of the faculty came to ns well' 
recommended, and. they are thoroug'bly ecpiipped for the- work of their 
res))ective departments, and they are working togetlier harmoniously' 
. for the success and enlargement of the school. ^ 'L'hey call more earnestly 
,^for the hearty, full appreciative cooperation of the 60,000 Methodists in 
Arkansas, both of the ministry and laity. We have reached a crisis in 
■' the history of educational work in our state. In the might of God we 
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must go forward i»i this work until ’ oar central college is thoroughly 
planted upon a broad founlation until it is thoroughly equipped and 
endowed both with men and money^ and tluis fitted to bear a noble part 
in the intellectual and spiritual development of the present and of the 
coming generations. 

There is urgent need of more money foi buildings to meet the de- 
mands of iiiereased patronage, also for the e ila'gement of the faculty, 
and also for aiding young men who are preparing for the work of the 
ministry, and in rendiring assistance to the chillren ot our trnvelino- 
preachers. We would therefore submit the folio wins: resolutions: 

1st. That Bro. 'V. V. Harlan be requestedMio visit in our Conference at 
his pleasure and raise a ministerial aid fund for the. benefit of young men 
■studying for the ministry. 

2d. That we most heartily endorse the idea of a correlation of our 
schools throughout the state, making the Central college our college for 
the inetholism of the whole state, our district schools being- correlated 
with the college. And that we recommend the appointment of a com- 
mission of three on this subject, to serve with a like commission fimin 
the Arkansas and Little Rack Conferences. 

3d. That we njost heartily approve and endorse the appointment of 
Rev. V. V. Harlan as our financial agent; and that we rejoice with him 
in the marked success which has a'ready attnided his labors; and that 
we pledge him our hearty C)operati)ii, and would most cordially invite 
him to our charges to do this wor]?: of the church in the name of the 
Lord Jesus. 

4th. That as a conference and as the representatives of bur beloved 
methodism, we render praise and thanksgiving to G-ol for the collecti:n 
of ^3,025.85 for our college on the night of the educational mass meet- 
ing. And that we trust that this is but the beginning of belter things, 
which shall end only in the grand and ultinnde success of. the common 
college of Arkansas Methodism to the glory of God, and to the further 
extension of Christ’s kingdom among men. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. . . 

With great pleasure we note the presence of Prof. E. E. Hoss, D. D., 
a representative of our grand connectional University, Vanderbilt. I'hmni 
his statement to the Board we learn that Vanderbilt University has a 
permainent endowment of j^900,000. dt offers superior advantages to 
students in seven distinct departments: Letters, law, medicine, dentistry, 
pharmacy, engineering and theology. The enrollment of students last 
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year reached nearly 600, of this number about seventy-five were young 
preachers. We note with pleasure and approval the abolition of all 
preparatory classes, thus forever eliminating the element of competition 
with our schools of lower grade throughout the church. Special facili- 
ties are offered our young preachers. They have no tuition to pay. 
Their rooms are furnished free of charge, and their board will cost them 
about 00 per month. In cases of necessity, money will be loaned 
them for their board free of interest. We urge upon our preachers the 
importance of presenting the claims of our University; that they may 
appreciate the fact that we are among the conferences which were 
originally united in the formation of the University; that we keep the 
University, and the work it is doing before our people, and secure as far 
as possible the attendance of all students who are prepared to ent»-r its 
halls and lecture rooms.
